Record for Year of 1914 3hew Depart- 


ment Active and Working for 


Interests Locally. 


JaneeviHe's disease record for 1914 
is revealed in government reports 
just 'received. These reports are is- 
sued weekly by the .United 
States 
Public Health Service. The last"; un- 
der date of Nov. 19, gives figures on 
the principal communicable diseases 
of all cities in the 
country- between 


10.000 and 100,000 population. . 
wi'th an estimated population July 
1. 1914, of'14,195, Janesvllle reported 
fifteen deaths from tuberculosis, to- 
gether -with twenty-cases. The-num- 
ber of cases reported for: ea'ch death 
registered was 1.33.- There were :two 
cases from typhoid 
fever, 'but 
no 
deaths. There were also five small- 
pox cases but 
no fatalities. 
Seven 
cases of scarlet fever were reported. 
Fifteen cases of measles were regis- 
tered. Diphtheria 
ranked low with 
only nine cases and no mortality. 
It should ,be kept in mind that a 
relatively large number of reported 
cases of a communicable disease, as 
indicated by a high case rate (and 
more especially 
when accompanied 
by a relatively small 
number, of 
-deaths, as indicated by a low fatality 
rate), usually means that the 
health 
department of the city is active, and 
that the cases of the disease are be- 
ing properly reported by the practle; 
ing physicians. It does .not necessar- 
ily mean that the disease is more 
prevalent in this city than in other 
cities. A1 high fatality rate'raay mean 
that the disease was unusually viru^ 
lent in a city, that the physicians did 
not treat it with the success usual 
elsewhere, or that they did not report 
all of their cases to the health .de- 
partment. 
On the other hand, an un- 
usually low fatality rate may be due 
to the fact that the disease in the city 
was unusually mild, that the physi- 
cians treated it with unusual success,

In the parly '80s, with

ForepaiiKli show, t.hcro wnre three 
of the greatest athletes at that time 
in the world, who had .1unt returned 
from a European trip'of a yoar, and 
joined the show at < the 
opening in 
Philadelphia.

were known ns the Herbert Brothers 
and were horn and raised In Muncle, 
Indiana. It was along some time in 
Hie middle of the summer when tho 
route card camo out, Muncle, Indiana, 
beinjr on tho list and this was the 
first flmo that, the Herbert Brothers 
had ever had a chance to work in 
their home town sineo they became 
famous. Wo arrived in Munclo early 
Sunday morning, and it la fair to say 
i hat more than 3,000 people were at 
the depot to greet tho show, or rather 
the famous Herbert Brothers, on our 
arrival. On Sunday evening, a wealthy 
man of tho town gavo the three Her- 
bert's n banquet at his homo, and in- 
vited n few of their old friends from 
Muncie, arid told the Herberts to in- 
vite ten or a dozen of their friends 
from the show, as he could easily nc- 
commodato thirty guests. 
Fred Herbert, tho older of the 
brothers, was a particular friend 
of 
Billy Burke'p, but 1o have a little fun 
with Burke, Fred invited all the other 
boys early in tho day, and left Burke 
to the last, and 
all those invited 
would go to Burke and say they 
thought It was very funny that he 
was not invited, as he and tho Her- 
berts had traveled in Europe t.ogeth- 
' er, and had. always been close friends. 
Burke finally said that lie thought

HOLLAND PARLIAMENT HAS 


BILL FOR WOMEN SUFFRAGE. 


[SPECIAL TO TUB GAZETTE] 


The Hague, Nov. 27.—Woman's Suf- 


frage has been made an essential part 
of the government's program; in Hol- 
iand. A bill 'making' suffrage possible 
through ah amendment of the Consti- 
tutional law of the Netherlands, has 
just teen brought into Parliament. 
The bill involves also other changes 
in the organic law. 
It proposes to 
extend the right of voting to all male 
citizens who nave reached the age of 
23 and are not 
excluded by certain 
disabilities, 
"and 
also 
to 
female 
citizens who have reached the same 
age." 


It is stated that the passage of the 
bill will not of itself bring suffrage 
into being, but will only pave the way 
for it. A further 
revision 'of 
the 
existing Electoral law will then be in 
order, putting into effect the principle 
thus embodied in the Constitution. 
The new Constitutional amendment 
also introduces proportional repre- 
sentation in the different representa- 
tive bodies, the Second Chamber or 
House of Representatives, the Pro- 
voncial Councils, and the Municipal 
Councils. The members of the Senate, 
or First Chamber, are elected by the 
different Provincial Councils.

Booker Washington's Death. 
The recent death of Booker T. 
Washington has been recognized ev- 
erywhere as a national loss. It cer- 
tainly removes one of the remarkable 
men of the age. No one who has ever 
read bis personal story,' "U:p From 
Slavery," could subsequently regard 
him as anything but an exceptional 
man. 
The book opens with a touch- 
ing, pathetic talk of his youthful trip 
to Hampton Institute for his educa- 
tion. How on this first visit to'Hich- 
inond he slept under a sidewalk with 
his humble little bag of personal be- 
longings for a pillow. I; closes with 
the statement that on 
the 
evening 
previous he had addressed a !u.rg« as- 
semblage in the Virginia Statehousn, 
in this <-ame city, and among his audi- 
tors were the governor and legisla- 
ture and many of the leading men and 
women of Richmond. 
Meanwhile he 
.had token luncheon'with Queen Vic- 
toria, had dined with the president of 
France, and had been received every- 
where that he visited in Europe -with 
most distinguished consideration.
